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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ^ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication In this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Jaussi 
etal. (6,501,256). 

Jaussi et al. disclose a trimmable bandgap voltage reference in Figs. 1, 3-5 and 
8-12. Bandgap voltage reference circuit (100), differential amplifier (130), current 
source transistors (140, 150, 160), output resistor (170), sources current (144, 154, 
164), parallel combination circuit (110) includes resistor (1 12) in parallel with diode 
(114), parallel combination circuit (120) includes resistor (122) in parallel with a series 
combination of variable resistor (124) and diode (126), the series combination of 
variable resistor and diode have a current flowing there through shown as current (128), 
Fig. 3 shows a variable resistor for use as variable resistor (124) (Fig. 1) and variable 
resistor (300) includes multiple resistive device, includes resistive devices (302, 304, 
306, 308 and 310). 

Conciusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Audy discloses a bandgap voltage reference circuit and method 
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with low TCR resistor in parallel with high TCR and in series with low TCR portions of 
tail resistor. Camara et al. disclose a reference current generation system and method.
